When so many iaterests clash, and so many jealousies in- 
terfere, the gentlemanly and honorable conduct of this proprietor de- 
serves to be held up as an example to other managers, who play their 
“ fantastic tricks,” not only to the annoyanee of their subjects, but to 
the detriment of the public enjoyment, who ought to resist all such 
proceedings, and act as they are accustomed to do on the Continent at 
Theatres, that is, call forthe appearance of the manager to explain 
his conduct.
